A Cornish Squire Who Has Claimed 
the Dormant Scotch Earldom of 
Menteith and Wants It Badly.

Other Fellow from Getting It.

|. ONDON, January 28.—In the house 


of lords a unique legal contest for a 

long dormant Scotch earldom will 
goon be started between a man who 
regards a peerage as the greatest honor 
on earth to. wuich a commoner can 
aspire, and another man who cares not 
a button for: it, and is only anxious to 
keep the other fellow from getting It. 
R. Barclay-Allardice, who heretofore had 
done nothing to call attention to himself 
beyond filling the role of a smal] coun- 
try squire and getting himself several 
times elected mayor of the little Cornish 
town of Lostwithiel, is the man who 
the title of “lord’’ wants so badly. By 
virtue of his office he is entitled to wear 
@ gorgeous scarlet robe, and sport a big 
gold chain around his neck, and have a 
man with a mace strut before him at 
loca] civic functions. Al] this makes him 
@ personage of great importance in 
Tostwithiel, but it confers no dignity 
upon him beyond the confines of the 
town, and has not even sufficed to gain 
him a mention in ‘‘Who’s Who.” Where. 
fore he yearns exceedingly for the far- 
reaching distinctions which a _  coronet 
would bring him. 

Robert Cunninghame-Graham, who has 
made his mark ‘as a brilliant writer, 
modern knight-errant, world wanderer 
and adventurer, is the claimant who is 
indifferent to the title. It could confer 
no distinction on him, although he would 
be a decided acquisition to that prosaic 
body of hereditary legislators who sit In 
the upper house. It was only after the 
Cornish squye had put forward his claim 
that Cunninghame-Graham entered the 
lists against him. Some other claimants 
have since appeared, one of whom, 
George “Marshall, lives somewhere. in, 
America, but they don’t count. 

History of Earldom. 

The history of the earldom in dispute, 
that of Menteith, is a romantic one, and 
dates back several hundred years. King 
Robert II, of ‘Scotland, was twice mar- 
gied, and made David, the eldest son by 
his second wife, earl of Strathearn. 
David's eldest son duly Inherited the 


of his grandfather. He had the temerity 
to boast openly that his blood was redder 
than the king’s. The king was James I 
of Scotland, and {t touched him on a 
raw spot, owing to the fact that the 
legitimacy of his own line, the issue of 
King Robert Il’s first marriage, was open 
to dispute. In those strenuous days 
monarchs could take away as wel] as 
confer titles, and he declared the earl- 
dom of Strathearn forfeited. By way of 
compensation he created his truculent 
and impolitic kinsman earl of Menteith. 
This earldom went on to the seventh of 
the name, who, unfortunate like his fore- 
runners in arousing the hostility of the 
crown, was forbidden by Charles I, 
without any legal formality, to use the 
title of Mentieth, and ordered to use 
that of earl of Airth. Perhaps the royal 


displeasure may be accounted for by the 


| fact that this seventh ear] of Mentieth 
| was so unwise as to lend his majesty 
| several 


thousand pounds, and showed 
stii greater imprudence -by reminding 
him of the debt and expressing surprise 
that it had not been repaid. 

The ground on which Barclay-Allardice 
bases his claim to the title is the con- 
tention that the eldest sister of the last 
earl of Menteith carried it with her, 
and that she married into the Barcmy- 
Allardice family. It is alleged by the 


other side that {it was the younger sis- 
ter who made this marriage. Al] that 
is established beyond dispute is. that 
one sister married Sir William Graham, 
of Gartmore, and another a arclay- 
Allardice. Whatever may be the ulti- 
mate decision as to the matrimonial al- 
liances of these two sisters,Cunninghame- 
Graham makes a still stronger claim to 
the title as heir male in right of de- 
scent from Sir John Graham, of Kill- 
bryde, second son of the first earl of 
Mente!lth. The Grahams had a checker- 
ed career. One died insane and another 
greatly impoverished and known as the 
“beggar earl,’’ died in a ditch at son- 
hill and was buried by charitable folk. 
The case will mean much raking up of 
musty records and rich pickings for 
peerage lawyers,

Such a structure is now rapidly near. 
ing completion over the Zarnbesi river at 
the Victoria Falls. It is being built un- 
der the direction of English engineers 
from English-made material, and when 
finished will rank as one of the most 
noteworthy achievements of the twen- 
tleth century. It was begun a little more 
than a year ago, and is expected to be 
finished by next May or June. 

The bridge is on the route of the Cape 
to Cairo railway, the railway having 
been completed up to the famous falls 
some litle time ago. To cross the Zam- 
besi river a bridge of some kind had to 
be erected, and after carefu] surveying 
it was decided to throw a gigantic steel 
arch, some 650 feet in length, over the 
gorge just below the falls. From the 
bridge passengers will be able to obtain 
a glimpse of the mighty falls, the largest 
and grandest in the world. 

That the modern bridge builder is 
man of resource is evident from the bold 
manner in which the engineers went 
about their task. The chasm over which 
the bridge is being built is some 420

feet deép Its banks are so precipitous | 
‘that no scaffolding could be used. Again, 


the current at this point is so strong 
it, while no one has ever ventured to as- 
certain the depth of the fast flowing 
atream. 

The first thing the engineers did was 
to fire a rocket across the selected spot, 
and in this wavy communication between 
the two banks was established.

It will 
consist of a graceful arch made up of 
thre spans, 87 feet 6 inches, 50 feet, 
and 62 feet 6 inches in length respec- 
tively. The 600-foot piece is the main or 
center arch. The spang are being erect- 
ed from each side simultaneously on the 
cantilever principle. 

The massive steel supports of the two 
end spans will rest tn hard rock exca- 
vations which have been made on each 
side of the bank ‘by blasting. This work 
has been accomplisned py Katfirs. bas- 
sengers in the swinging car above have 
been much amused in watching the boul- 
ders and stones which the men have 
dislodged fall into the water below.

UNITED STATES LEADS 
WORLD AS SILK CENTER 


By LOUIS B. MAGID, President of the Silk Culture League of America. 


OT more than thirty-five years 
N ago, the manufacture of silk in the 
¥ United States was practically un- 
known: in that space of time the silk 
industry has risen to prominence, both 
in output and profit making to those 
who are engaged in it. The president 
of the Silk Association of America re- 
cently said in his address pefore the 
annual banquet of that body: “When I 
entered this festive hall this evening, and 
saw the beautiful decorations adorning 
your tables, and when I[ see now the 
happy expression of your smiling faces, 
I cannot help put think the silk business 
must be flowery, and flowery it is, I am 
so happy to say.’ 

The growth of the silk industry, its 
development, its importance today, all 
within a few decades of years, are sim- 
ply marvelous. 

In 1874 the total’ value of America’s 
output in ribbons and broad silas, the 
chief product of the _ silk industry, 
amounted to but little over $6,000,000; 
'500 power looms and 800 hand looms 
were then weaving ribbons and 1,zv0 
power looms were making broad silks— 
say 1,200 broad silk looms in 1874, 

At the close of 1904, only thirty 
years later, over 47,500 silk looms and 
about 8.500 ribbon looms, or a total of 
56,000 all-power looms are in operation, 
producing nearly $65,000,000 worth of 
broad silks and $25,000,000 worth of 
ribbons, besides we manufacture plush, 
velvets and a great variety of fancy silks 
of every deacription, amounting, perhaps, 
to $25,000,000. 

In 1870 wages paid to about 6,600 
operatives amounted to $2,000,000. In 
1904 about 70,000 operatives earned over 
$27,000,000. 
| Jn 1903 the import of raw silk reached 
| 13,250,000 pounds, whereas in 1870 
‘than 600,000 pounds were sufficient for 
‘our miils. 
| The census of 1870 gives the total 
‘value of all the products of the silk in- 
dustry, including sewing. slik and trim- 
'mings, as being about $12,000,000, 
whereas in 1904 $125,000,000 would not 
cover it. 

In the year of 1876 the import of Jap- 

anese raw silk in the United States hard- 
‘ly exceeded 100 bales for the whole 
‘year. During 1904 we imported about 
| 49.530 bales of Japanese silk alone. 
In 1900 the silk industry of the United 
| States, as to consumption of raw silk, 
‘and to .value of manufactured goods 
Was second to France only; to Francg 
with its silk industry of many hunareds 
of years. 

We ‘have long crossed the French 
boundary line; we are second to none 
now, we have taken the lead, and tt 
‘looks like we are to keep it. 

The importation of manufactured 
goods made of silk for the United States

amounted last year to $30,462,966: ‘to 
| this amount must be added duty, say at 
an average of about 54 per cent on the 
dollar, on $30,000,000 it comes to about 
$16,000,000, or making a tota] cost to 
the American people for manufactured 
silks purchased, nearly $50,000,000 in 
addition to the $125,000,.000 manufac- 
tured in the United States silk mills, 
numbering about 500,,which are located 
in nearly twenty states in the union. 
Paterson, N. J., leads all the silk cen- 
ters of the United States, producing an- 
nually $26,000,000 worth of manufactur- 
ed silk cloths, 

The annual raw silk supply of the world 
has increased 2% times since 1870: has 
doubled since 1875; since 1890 it has [n- 
creased 60 per cent; since 1895 20 per 
cent, No limit can be placed upon the ca- 
pacity of Japan and China to produce 
Taw silk provided the demand continues 
steady. By close attention to the com- 
mercial requirements of her customers 
in raw silk Jafan has very greatly in- 
creasegd her output and export. Her an- 
nual shipment of raw silk are now more 
than tenfold greater than In 1870. At that 
time she shipped abroad 1|,000,000 pounds.

In her last silk season she had export- | 


ed more than 10,000,000 pounds, and the 
United States alone took two-thirds of it, 
notwithstanding the fact that the price 
of raw silk in 1902 was less than half of 
what it was-in 1870. 

China’s export of raw silk runs up to 
the 15,000,000 pound mark. The supply 
of raw silk to the silk mills of the 
United States at the present time is ap- 
proximately as follows in ordinary sea- 
sons: From Japan 50 per cent, from 
China 25 per cent and from Italy 25 pér 
cent. The total world’s supply of Ww 
silk is estimated at 75,000,000 pounds 


Franklin Allen, secretary of the Silk 
Association of America, recently said: 
“The silk mills of the present day, com- 
pletely equipped, represent an interest- 


_ing appearance, the largest of those in 


the United States are in New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan and New York.” 

In close association with the silk In- 
dustry of the United States is, of course, 
that center which dominates it commer- 
Clally. For a long while there has been 
in New York a business quarter known 
as the silk district. It has become dis- 
tinctive in character. The business trans- 
acted there annually in silks is estimated 
to amount to at least $150,000,000. Per- 
haps there Is no other silk market that 
can make so large a showing, and the 
history of the growth of this great busi- 
ness, as related by those who remember 
as far back almost as its beginning, is 
interesting. It began with a few import- 
ers. and jobbers, who gave no thought 
whatever to a domestic industry. They 
had their places of business, when New 
York was a small city, in Pearl street, 
Exchange place and Wall street. 

The boundary of the silk district at 
present is described south by Canal 
street, north by Spring street, west by 
West Broadway and east by Broadway. 
Included within those limits is a Jarge 
region; and the census of those employed 
there daily number several thousands 
persons, It would be easy for any 
stranger in the district to discover quick- 
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ly that the silk mills in the United States’ & 


or Europe are the sources which give 
rise to all the business. Silks, velvets, 
ribbons, laces and all goods of which 
silk forms a part, are advertised by the 
agents of the mills and the commission 
merchants by numerous signs that rep- 
resent a@ wide variety of nationalities. 
Americans, Germans, Swiss, French 
Italians, Austrians, Hungarians, He- 
brews and Japanese are al} engaged in 
the silk business in the district. At the 
corner Of Broadway and Broome street 
there .is a large twelve-story building 
designated as the silk exchange. It fs 
there that the Silk Association of Amer- 
ica has its headquarters; and the two 
upper stories are occupied by the Mer- 
chants’ Central Club, the membership 
of which is largely composed of those 
who manufacture or dea] in silk. Statis- 
tics show that the United States has 
finally come to be the greatest silk 
consuming country in the world: and 
any inspection of this district devoted to 
the wholesale trade in silks should read- 
ily impress the fact on the observer. 
In the spring, when the stocks of the 
season have accumulated, there are 
many large fortunes includeq 1m the 
thousands of cases of silks, velvets ana 
laces housed here.. The total value of 
the stock, it is believed, utually amounts 
to $25,000,000. There are severa) firms 
doing 2 business in domestic silks alone 
that foot up to four and slx million doi. 
lars at the end of the year. Wheneve- 
there is anw public demonstration in 
which the commercial part of the city 
puts forth its numerical strength, the 
silk district is always conspicuous by 
its representation. It counts many 
among its number who are prominently 
identified with the leading banks and 
financial institutions of the city. 

These eeveral distinguished character- 
istics séem to su t that the district 
is sufficiently uni in its way to merit 
a passing query whether any other me- 
tropolis has, within Its commercia! lim 
its. any similar district. Not even the 
importer’ endowed with the mbpst active 
imagination back’ in that period when 
sailing vessels brought cangoes from 
Europe every other month could have 
anticipated such a region devoted t;

G. Gunby Jordan Reveals a Story of One Firm's 
Overwhelming Success Through Use of 
Proper Advertising Mediums. 


OLUMBUS, GA., January 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—‘‘Sold more kimono outings 
within ten days after offering the 
new spring styles than the entire sales 
of i904.”" 


Jordan summarized the whole story of a 
remarkable business victory for the 
Eagie and Phenix mills, of Columbus, Ga., 
the largest cotton and woolen mills in the 
south. 

“Since “you sell your goods only to the 
wholesale deAlers, how can it pay the 
Eagle and Phenix to carry on such a 
systematic and vigorous advertising cam- 
paign?’’ The Constitution representative 
asked. , : 

“Simply because people have to know 
about goods before they can buy them, no 
matter how good they are; and where a 
drummer could tell one person about the 
mer®s of kimono outings, The Sunday 
Constitution, The Weekly Constitution 
and The Sunny South can tell 250,000 
homes, or from a million to a million 
and a half-people. A Hoe printing press 
can tat to a great many more people 
‘than can any man, especially when the 
right advertising mediums are. selected.” 

“But if you soll only to jobbers, why do 
you go to the expense of télling them 
about kimonos through the papers?” 


In these few words President G. Gunby. 


“Because the people are the consumers,” 
was the reply. “The more they know 
of kimonos; the sooner will the mer- 
chant’s stock be exhausted, and the soon- 
er he will have to buy some more from 
us. Ip fact,” continued President Jor- 
dan, “what helps the jobber and the 
merchant, helps ‘us as well. Through 
the tradé papers and by means of travel- 
ing salesmen, we reach the wholesale or 
jobbing trade. We have a large force of 
clerks and stenographers sending out mil- 
lions of folders, circulars, calendars and 
letters to the retail merchants all over 
America.

Some members seem to think this al- 

most a certainty; others consider it ex- 


tremely improbable. 

Now that the state tax rate. is limited 
by the constitution to 5& mills, one of 
two things is necessary in order to avoid 
a treasury deficit. Either the legislature 
must cut down and hold appropriations 
within’ bounds, or it must get more 
taxable property on the digests so as 
to increase the state’s income. 

It is the latter alternative which some 
members believe the legislature wiil 
take, and which will necessitate the cre- 
ation of boards of tax assessors, both 
state and county, with a view to equal- 
lizing taxation and to bringing onto the 
tax digests much property that is now 
escaping taxation. 

“The legis!iature for several . years 
past,” said a well-known member of 
the house, “has been hammering at 
sueh a law as this, but without result. 
Now the time has come when it its al- 
most necessary. I have heard the sub- 
ject discussed by a number of members 
of the new house, several of whom’ have 
served heretofore, and I believe that @ 
tax assessors act will be one of the 
results of the coming session.” 

There. are other miembers who think 
the measure will fail of passage because 
of a lack of agreement between two sets 
of members which may be designated as 
conservative and extreme, 

“You are going to find,” said a mem- 
ber who has served in three successive 
legislatures, “‘two sides to this question, 
each of which wants some legislation on 
the subject, but different kind of legisla- 
tion. There are extremists who are go- 
ing to propose a measure to which the 
conservative members cannot give their 
full] consent. Now, if a compromise is 
possible, the passage of such a law may 
be secured.

Believed Road Will Construc' 
Fassenger Terminals Here 


Will Not Enter New Depot, and 
This, Together with Other In- 
cidents, Leads to Belief 
That It Will Construct 

Its Own Depot. 


The Atlanta railroad world was kept 
very busy discussing a well defined ru- 
mor that the Louisville and Nashville 
road would in the near future erect a 
magnificent passenger terminal station in 
Atlanta. 

It will be remembered that a few days 
ago The Constitution published a state- 
ment to the effect that the Louisville 
and Nashville would not go into the 
new termina] station which is now rap- 
idly approaching completion. At this 
time there was some talk to the effect 
that in ali probability fhe Louisville and 
Nashville had something up its sleeve 
for future use. Yesterday the rumor was 
floated with what was claimed to be an 
official backing that the reason why the 
Louisville and Nashville had elected not 
to go into the new station wag because 
they were going to erect a new terminal 
of their own and along lines intended to 
eclipse the present new structure, 

Then, as further proof of this fact, it 
was remembered that in the first petl- 
tion of the Louisville and Nashville po 
the city council] the words freight termi- 
nal were used. In a subsequent petition 
the word freight was omitted and only 
the word termina] was used, 

It will be remembered that while the 
Southern, the Atlanta and West Point 
and the Central of Georgia have elected 
to use the new depot, the Louisville 
and Nashville, the Western and Atlantic 
and the Georgia railroad have decided 
to stay in the old depot. 

The Seaboard Air Line is still an open 
question, many claiming that it will run 
into the new depot and others contending 
that it will elect to remain in ite pres- 
ent home, 

Basis of the Rumors. 

Members of the Atlanta railroad world 
yesterday were of the opinion that the 
Louisville and Nashville would erect a 
terminal station in Atlanta that would 
be. the finest in fhe south and that no 
expense would be spared to make it the 
best equipped possible. This was stated 
on the grounds that the Loulsville and 
Nashville had for a long time been look- 
ing to Atlanta and that when she once 
got the chance she meant to make a 
very large mark that all the country 
might know that she was a part of At- 
lanta, the great commercial and railroad 
center of the entire southeast. 

Another thing, it was granted on all 
sides that whatever step might be taken 
by the Lowvisville and Nashville, the Geor- 
gia railroad and the Western and At- 
lantic would follow as a matter of course. 
This would mean three roads in the new 
depot and three in the Loulsville and 
Nashville terminal with the Seaboard 
stil] in question. 

No official would commit himself fo 
an interview, but there was no mistaking 
the fact that they considered this the 
real solution of the problem, which would 
mean another big station for Atlanta. 

More than this, it was believed that 
some definite action would be taken In @ 
very short time. The Louisville and 
Nashville expects to complete ita line 
from Cartersville to Wetmore before that 
time, as the grading contracts call for 
completion on August |. As for that 
branch of the road from Wetmore to 
Knoxville, a very large part of the grad- 
ing has already been completed and ac- 
cording to the reports of the rallroad 
men, this roadbed is certain to prove one 
of the finest in the entire south. 

With the completion of this grading 
and the laying of the tracks this would 
mean that with the entrance to Atlanta 
over the tracks of the Western and At- 
lantic through trains will be running be- 
tween this city and Cincinnati by This 
time next year. Those in a position to 
know say that the grades are being made 
such that the run from Atlanta to Cin- 
cinnati wil] be made in twelve hours, 

J. G. Hollenbeck, the Atlanta Louis- 
ville and Nashville man, was seen re- 
garding the rumor, but stated that he 
knew absolutely nothing about the mat- 
ter except what he had seen in the 
newspapers.

The man I refer to is Captain Peyton 
Conway March, who gradgated at West 
Point In 1888, who commanded the Astor 
battery during the Cuban war until! It 
Was mustered out, and who then went 
to Lugon and led the American forces in 
the farnous “battle in the clouds.” In 
that battle General Gregorio de! Pilar was 
killed, and at about the same time Gen- 
eral) Concepcion, Aguinaldo’s chief of 
staff, and Aguinaldo’s wife were cap- 
tured. In another engagement Captain 
March was commended by the president 
for his gallantry, and for other services 
he was made colone! of the United States 
volunteers. At the beginning of the Jap- 
anese war he was one of four officers 
chosen to report upon the fighting to the 
war devartment. 

My talk with Captain March relates to 
the little things rather than the big 
ones of the campaign. The stories of 
the battles have ‘been told in the papers 
as far as the censorship would permit. 
This matter comes fresh from the field, 
and is, it seems to me, full of flesh and 
blood interest. 

I asked Captain March as to the num- 
ber of men now actually fighting in Man- 
churia. He replied: 

“There are at least 600,000 soldiers fn 
the two armies. The Japanese have 3285,- 
000 and the Russians almost as many. 
The .forces are lined up almost facing 
each other. They are on the two sides 
of a little river known as the Sha, or as 
it ds more commonly called, the Sha-ho, 
the word ho meaning river. The soldiers 
are stretched along both sides of that 
river for a distance of about 30 miles. 
In some places they are not more than | 
two higeired yards apart, and in others| 
as much as 2,000 yards. Each army has| 
dug entrenchments and put up forttfica- | 
tions, and ts waiting for the other to 
charge. Now and then there is a saliy at 
different places along the line, but when 
I left there October. 16 they were still, 
waiting to fight. They were waiting De- 
cember 16, and are walting still.’ 

“Are they near Mukden?” 

“One end of the line, I should say, Is 
not more than 1t5 miles from Mukden. 
The other ts perhaps 50 miles away. They 
are, you know, pretty far up in Man- 
churia. ‘They are so near Mukden that 
we could take our glasses and examine 
the towers over the gates leading through 
the walls. -They are about as far away 
from Mukden as Rockville is distant from 
Wash.nrgton. Fifteen or sixteen miles is 
not much.” 

“Mukden is a very important place, Is 
it not?’ 

“Politically yes, strategically no,” re 
plied Captain March. ‘It {s important as 
the capta] of Manchuria, and {n that {f ft 
falls into the Hands of the Japanese It | 
will impress the Chinese and the Man- 
churians, and they may think that the | 
Japanese are the more likely to be vic- 
torious. As to its advantages as a war 
base, they are comparatively little. The 
most important point is Harbin, at the 
junction of the Chinese eastern railway 
and the Trans-Siverian railway, where 
one branch runs off to Viadivostok. Har- | 
bin has a rich country surrounding {t, | 
which raises enormous quantities of | 
grain. | 

“There are flouring milis there which | 
are supplying the Russian army, and also } 
the great ware houses of the Russians. 
Not far away is a rich cattle and horse 
country, so that altogether the place ts 
exceedingly valuable. It is toward that 
point that the Japanese are working. 
If they could capture Harbin and dis- 
connect the two lines of railway shut- 
timg off eastern Siberia from the west, 
and, at the same time, get possesaion of 
these enormous mills and supplies, they 
woul® perhaps be much nearer peace 
than they are now.” 

“But is there any possibility that they 
ean do that?” 

“In war everything {s possible,” sald 
Captain March. “I am not a prophet and 
Y do not care to predict. You must re 
member, however, that the campalgn | 
of the Japanese, as their armies move 
toward the north, becomes more difficutt, 
while the campaign of the Russians js to 
a great extent less so. The Japanese are 
moving away from their base. They have 
to carry ali their provisions, ammunition 
and other supplies farther on, whereas 
the Russians are falling back to where 
thefr supplies are. 

“It is something of an undertaking to | 
earry the food ard supplies of 300.000 | 
men, to sav nothing of their arms and | 
munitions of war,’ continued Captain 
March. “You must remember thut the 
Sapanese have as many men now sta- 
tfoned along the Sha-ho as there are men, 
women and children in Washington. 
Every one of them has to have his three 
meals a day, and good ones to withstand | 
the cold. Every ote has to have warm | 
clothing, and {f possibie a place to sleep | 
at night. In the winter the thermometer | 
gets down to or below zerg in Manchuria, | 
go you see that a war like this has other | 
problems than those of mere fighting. | 
The same problems confront the Rus- | 
sians."’ 

What the Séldiers Eat. 

*"WRere do the soldiers get their food, 
eaptain?’’ I asked. | 

“The Japanese are living chiefly on rice | 
and meat. The rice 1s in a raw state, just | 
as you find it In our grocery stores, and 
it must be cooked before it can be eaten 
This necessitates water and fire, and

“How do the men keep warm there in | 
midwinter?

Both armies wear 
more or less furs. The common soldiers 
of Japan have long thick overcoats of 
kak!, with high fur collars, which they 
can turn up about their faces, and the 
officers wear fur-lined coats. As to the 
Russians, some of them are ‘clad In furs 
and some in sheepskins. The Cossack 
uniform 18 almost al) fur, including an | 
enormous fur cap.’’ 

“As to fire, one of the most serious 
questions !s that of fuel, The march of 
Kuroki’s army, with which I was, has 
been largely through a wooded coun- 
try, and we have cut down the trees for 
wood. At times charcoal has been sent 
in from Japan for the use of the sol- 
diers, and just now they are doing all 
they can to pump out the Yental coal 
mines. These mines are not very far 
from Mukden. They were used by the 
Russians, but they flooded them before 
they left, and they are still full of 
water. The Japanese are doing al] they 
can to get pumps and empty the mines.” 

Railroads and the War. 

‘Those mines are reached by the rai!- 
roads, are they not?” 

“Yes. The Japanese now have the 
southern end of the Chinese Eastern | 
railroad. They have changed it to a nar- 
row gauge, in order that they may be 
able to use Japanese engines and roll- 
ing steck. You may remember that the 


Russians have a broad gauge. For this

It is wonderful how little 
the Russians seem to regard the loss 
of men. You would have thought that 
the 50,000 soldiers Who were lost in the 
last great battle would have disorganized 
the army and disarranged its plans. It 
did not seem to affect the Russian policy 
The officers took it as a mat- 
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It seemed to 
me that men who could write such let- 


cent. Speaking about the Testaments, 
it was a curious fact that the names 
of the company and regiments of the 
men were scratched out.

“From what you say. captain, the 
Russians must be religious?” 

“They have all forms af religion, and 
I do not see why we should not give 
them the credit for honesty,” sald Cap- 
tain March. “Every set of troops has 
its priest with !t, a thigh-capped man in 
a long biack gown. The soldiers sing 
hymns as they go into battle, and even | 
during their night attacks, they charge 
singing.’’ :

James Armetrong, of Georgia, !789- 
1799. Was he identical with Captain 
James Armstrong, of “Light Horse Har- 


ry’’ Lee’s legion? 


| 


In the first presidential election of 1789 
Georgian gave her five electoral votes for 
president to Washington, but divided her 
five votes for vice president as follows: 
two to John Miton, revolutionary officer 
and secretary of state of Georgia in 
1789; one to Edward Telfair, governor of 
the state in 1786; one to Benjamin Lin- 
colin, of Massechusetts, the revolutionary 
general who so distinguished himself in 
Georgia; and one to James Armstrong, of 
Georgia. Like Georgia all the states ex- 
cept Massachusetts and New Hampshire 
gave part of their votes for vice presi- 
dent to others than John Adams in order 
that Adams, known to be the successful 
candfiate for the office, might fall far 
short of Washington in his total vote. 

Ten men distinguished for public ser- 
vice of one kind or another were honor- 
ed with these complimentary votes. Of 
the ten al! are either like John Hancock 
and John Jay at once recognized by the 
reader, or else easily traceable fn his- 
tories of the perlod, with the single ex- 
ception of sames Armstrong, of Geor- 
git. Will not some student of Georgia 
history tdentify this James Armstrong? 

No one of the name in the United 
States had at that time won such dis- 
tinction as Captain James Armstrong, 
of “Light Horse Harry” Lee's legion, 
and the south was the scene of his daring 
exploits. 

In 1799 at the time of threatened war 
with France a James Armstrong, of 


Georgia, was appointed major of the’ 
Fifth United States infantry. The Fifth | 


infantry was the first of twelve infantry 
regiments -which congress then author- 
‘zed to be added to the regular army. It 
was to be raised tin Georgia and South 


Carolina. John Smith, of South Carolina, . 


was commissioned lleutenant colone!] 


commandant; James Armstrong, of Geor- | 


gia, and Henry M. Rutledge, of South 
Carolina, majors. James Armstrong's ap- 
potntment as major was dated July /2, 
1799, and on the reorganization of the 
army, when war no longer threatened, 
he was honorably discharged, June 15, 
1800. 

It is said, on what authority I am un-

His subsequent history, however, is ap- 
parently not to be discovered in that 
state and it is probable that Ilke others 
of Lee's officers he settled in the south, 
Did he join the Georgia Cincinnati? 

Garden’s ‘“‘Anecdotesa of the RHevolu- 
tlonary War’ says of Armstrong, of the 
legion, that “ever high in the esteem and 
affection of his associates, admired and 
respected in every society, he lived be- 
loved and died lamented.”’ This book was 
published at Charleston, 8. C., in 1822, 
which shows that James Armstrong was 
then dead. 

From a document not wholly trust- 
worthy In this connection I should place 
James Armstrong’s death conjecturally 
as subsequent to 1809 

An additional fact that may relate to 
this man {is recorded in Georgia history 
As the last name was signed to Geor- 
gia’s ratification of the federal constitu- 
tion In 1788 a salute was fired by a de- 
tachment from Colonel Armstrong's regi- 
ment. The first name of Colone] Arm- 
strong is not given. The regiment was 
doubtless one of Georgia militia, as there 
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was no colonel named Armstrong in the 
regular army at that date. 

Do the above records refer to one 
James Armstrong? it would seem that 
obituaries af such a distinguished man 
Or men would appear in the files of early 
Georgia newspapers deposited In various 
places in the state. Did James Arm- 
strong leave a familly? Is there a por- 
trait of him in existence? I should like 
to hear from descendants of Jawies 
Armstrong and from all who may know 
or discover anything relating to the 
above matters. I also wish to get the ad- 
dress of any officer or member of the 
Georgia Society of the Cincinnati.

One Road to Salvation. 
(From The Chattanooga News.) 
A reduction of cotton acreage is ab- 
solutely demanded to prevent collapse in 
the south, and the time to begin it is 
now. Farmers should at once resolve to 
Teduce the acreage by planting more 
potatoes, oats, corn and the HMke, which 
can find a ready sale on the markets or 
be colsumed by thelr families; or their 
live stock. By planting to these crops 
now the cotton acreage is bound to be 
reduced. In the end it is diversified 
agriculture, the kind that always pays.

ROAD TO CHANGE | 


CROSSING POINT 


A. and B, Will Change From 
Nicholls to Ses- 
sions, 


Brunswick, Ga., January 28.—(Special.) 
Announcement has been made by offi- 
cials of the Atlantic and Birmingham 
railroad of an important change which 
is to be made shortly at one of the 
junctions of the road, Nicholls, 84 miles 
from this city, and 28 miles from Way- 
cross. 

It seems that the road has not been 
able to procure the necessary ground 
for the erection of junction facilities, 
and it is anounced that the junction will 
shortly be removed from Nicholls to Ses- 
sions, a small etation a few miles this 
side of Nicholls, Traing will continue 
to run through Nicholis, but Sessions 
will be the junction point of the system, 
as is the former place at present. 

Considerable property has been pur- 
Chased by the road at Sessions, suffi- 
cient being secured to erect all side 
tracks, etc., suitable for a junction. 

It is also announced that, beginning 
shortly, $100,000 wil] be spent on the 
roadbed of the Atlantic and Birming- 
ham, between Offerman and Nicholls. 

This plece of road was formerly known 
as the Offerman and Western, but was 
purchased by the old Brunswick and 
Birmingham a few years ago. 

The Atlantic and Birmingham intends 
to entirely rebuild the road at a cost 
of $100,000. The road bed will be 
graded, the right-of-way widened, and 
it will be made as substantial as other 
parts of the Atlantic and Birmingham. 

Just when the work is to begin is nut 
known, but it will be in the course ofa 
few weeks.

Supreme Court Rules Holding of 
Two Offices Illegal 


Glover Cannot Be Clerk of the Supe- 
rior Court and County Treas- 
urer Too — Managers Are 
Ordered To Consolidate 
Vote for Morris.

J. B. Glover must give up the office 
of county treasurer of Cobb county to J. 
Gid «Morris, under the decision of the 
supreme court rendered yesterday in the 
celebrated case of Morris vy. Glover, 
which hag been pending in the courts 
since the state election in October. 

Under an act of the legislature J. B. 
Glover has for some years past been 
holding the offices of clerk of the su- 
perior court and ex-officfo county treas- 
urer of Cobb county, thig act consolidat- 
ing the two offices. 

In the last election Mr. Glover ran 
for clerk of the superior court and ex- 
officio county treasurer, as he had done 
in other elections since the passage of 
this law, J. Gid Morris, a well-known 
citizen of Cobb county, reaching the con- 
clusion that Glover could not legally hold

Thereupon Mr. Morris, through his at- 
torneys, L. Z. Rosser and N. A. Morris, 
brought suit for mandamus before Judge 
3S. H. Lumpkin in the superior court of 
Fulton county to cgmpe] the managers 
to consolidate the vote for Morris for 
treasurer. The proceedings were brought 
in Fulton county on account of the po- 
litical conditions existing in Cobb. 

An appeal to the supreme court was 
taken from the decision of Judge Lump- 
kin, which denied the petition. The su- 
preme court, in an interesting decision, 
rendered yesterday, reversed Judge 
Lumpkin by a unanimous court, and di- 
rected that the order of mandamus pray- 
ed for be issued. 

This decision means that the managers 
will be compelled to consolidate the vote 
for Morris for county treasurer, and 4s 
he was the only candidate, he will have 
to be declared elected. 

The remaining legal details will be con- 
cluded within the next few days and 
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office. 
The supreme court’s decision in this 


case is based on the constitutional pro- 
vision against the holding of two offices 
by the same person, the court asserting 
that the legislature is not capable by any 
enactment of its own of changing the 
constitution. 

There are several counties in the state 
in which two tounty offices have been 
consolidated by legislative act. These 
acts are all unconstitutional and void, 
and the law regarding the offices affect- 
ed stands just the same as if they had 
never beefi passed. Under the circum- 
stances the full decisfon of the court will 
be of statewide interest. 


The Court’s Decision. 

The following ils the decision of the 
supreme court: 

“Evans, J.—!l. The controlling ques- 
tion ig the constitutionality of the act 
approved February 29, 1!876 (acts of 
1876, p. 322), consolidating the office of 
county treasurer of the county of CobD

age. ‘Ihis article and section of the con- 
stitution provides that:

spective counties or districts, and shall 
hold thelr offices for two years. They 
shall be removable, on conviction, for 
maipractice in office, or on the address 
of two-thirds of the senate.’ This clause 
of the constitution wag construed in 
Massenberg v. Commissioners of Bibb 
county, 96 Ga. 614, and it was there 
ruled that: “Ihe office of county treasurer 
having been, under the law existing pre- 
vious to the adoption of the constitution 
of 1868, recognized as a coumty office, 
and that office not having been abolished, 
but, on the contrary, recognized by that 
constitution, it became and was thereby 
established ag a constitutional office, and 
could not thereafter, while that constitu- 
tion was of force, be abolished by an act 
of the legislature.’ The contention of the 
paintifY in error is that the local] act 
(acts of 1676, 322) consoidating the of- 
fice of county treasurer with the office of 
clerk of the superior court is, in effect, 
fhe abolition of the office of county 
treasurer, and is therefore void, 

‘It was expressly held in Massenberg V. 
Commissioners, supra, that {ft is incom- 
petent for the legislature to directly abol- 
ish a constitutional office. Can the legis- 
lature, py indirection, accomplish what it 
is restrained from doing by the organic 
law of the land? Among the incidents o* 
public office are the discharge of ite du- 
ties and the enjoyment of its emolu- 
ments by the individual éntitled to the 
office. At the time of the ratification of 
the constitution, the duties of the office of 
country treasurer were discharged by an 
individual elected by the people for a 
definite term, invested by law with all the 
rights and duties appertaining to this 
office. He was styled the county treas- 
urer, and was included among the county 
officers embraced in the eection of the 
constitution which provided for the fu- 
ture elections and prescribed the tenure 
of service of certain county officials 
whise offices had therefore been law- 
fully created. The county treasurer held 
a separate and distinct office, expressly 
recognized by the constitution; he was 
an officer declared by that instrument 
to be a county official to be elected by 
the people for two years. If the duties 
and emoluments of his office be trans- 
ferred to another officer, then there 
would exist an anomolous condition of 
an officer recognized by the constitution 
without duties or emoluments. The du- 
ties and emoluments are of the substance 
of the office, its name but the semblame. 
If the legislature m@&y consolidate the 
office of treasurer with that of the clerk 
of the court, why not The authority be 
extended to consolidating the other coun- 
ty offices, so that the clerk might, ex- 
officio, discharge the duties of all county 
offices?

The decline abroad was 
said to be due in increased shipments 
from Australia. At the start there was 
considerable scattered selling, commis- 
sion houses and pit traders being promi- 
nent in that side of the market. The 
Slight decline, however, brought out a 
fair demand from shorts. In consequerfte 
there was soon a firmer undertone, May 
advancing to $1.16. Receipts in the 
northwest today were quite small, and 
news of the cash situation at Minneap- 
Olis was rather billish. <A revised esti- 
mate made by an Bnglish crop export 
regarding the exportable surpius of 
wheat from Argentina und Austriaila 
materially reduced former figures. ‘This 
gave some anxiety to ghorts, and result- 
ed in additional covering. Trading, 
however, was comparatively light 
throughout the entire session. The mar- 
ket closed firm, with May at $1.!15%. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equa] to 54,300 bushels. Primary re- 
ceipts 433,000 bushels, compared with 
536,100 bushels a year ago. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago received 28! cars, 
against 4/1 carg last week anl 283 cars 
a year ago. 

Selling by cash houses and scalpers 
caused a rather weak corn market, The 
selling was due largely to lower cables 
and increased acceptances in the coun- 
try. May opened unchanged to ‘4c 
lower at 45%@45c, sold off to 44%@45c, 
and closed at 45c.

tt Is Thought Paris and Other Cities 
Want To Sirengthen Gold Re- 
serves in &-Ger To Be 
Prepared for Any 
Emergency.

New York, January 28.—(Special.)—Out- 
side of the iRussian situation, the most 
ir.teresting incident which has a bearing 
on the financial world is the resumption 
of heavy gold exports to Paris from this 
country. While French bankers declare 
that this is due chiefly to the necessity 
of remitting, in order to pay for im- 
rortations, because of the falling off in 
exports of general merchandise, while 
imports are growing, as indicated by the 
fuli December statement, the prevailing 
opinion in inner banking circles Is that 
the French banking institutions, and some 
others {n European. cities, want to 
_ strengthen their gold reserves, so as to 
be prepared for any emergency that may 
arise. What that emergency 18, may 
be easily guessed. It is the possible ef- 
fects of revolution in  Russla. What 
would happen if the worst occurred in 
that country and there was a rush to un- 
load Russian securities tn Paris, Berlin 
and London? A leading foreign banking 
euthority, {n discussing this question, de- 
clared that !t could hardly be expected 
that the price of Russian bonds woulc 
be “supported” by the bankers, as is 
@ common habit when bad news de- 
velops. He said this would be mani- 
festly out of question. They would have 
to g€o down, if any number of. persons 
wanted to sell. He was not willing to 
predict the result. All of the world's 
markets, according to this authority 
would be more or less affected, in sym- 
pathy. Yet, there has been more or less 
support offered by bankers to Russian 
sccurities during the last week. This 
works al] right so long as the develop- 
ments are not disastrous. As Russian 
‘Donds rallied, confidence was restored for 
a time. 
institutions need to fortify themselves. 
They hold millions of deposits sub//ect 
to call. At the moment apprehension ir 
regard to Russia has been somew fiat 
allayed and there is a disposition to take 
ea hopeful view of things.

FOR THEIR JOBS 


Who Couldn't 
Bosses Were Given 
No Work. 


New York, January 28.—A gang of 200 
| men, who had waited in West Forty- 
| arst street from early in the morning 
i until late at night to get work shoveling 
‘snow for the city, and had seen gang 
after gang of Italians employed, finally 
lost patience and began a series of at- 
|tacks on the Italians. They punched 
land kicked the Itallans, took away their 
|shovels, picks and scrapers and broke 
‘the tools. 

The men were enraged because they 
claimed the Italians got the jobs, some 
by paying to padrones 25 cents each and 
others by paying 5 cents an hour for 
every hour they worked. The shovelers 
receive 25 cents an hour, and it was 
ascertained later that the padrone story 
| was true. 
| Many of the thinly clad and hungry 
men waiting hour after hour !n line saw 
| themselves passed over again and again 
because they did not have 25 cents to

In the spring of i823 a drove 
of wild turkeys passed across Johnson 
county, making a well marked trail near- 
ly 100 yards in width.

We can never know what too much corn | 
means. We can’t grow enough, and in | 
self-defense we ought to grow much | 
more. My attention to this matter Is | 
directed to corn by an article, ‘““‘Wealth | 
on the Cob,” In that popular and prac- 
tical weekly, The Saturday Evening | 
Post, and so much sense is incorporated | 
that for the benefit of our section I 
quote liberally. It appears that In 1904 
this country produced 2,453,000,000 bush- 
els, valued at $!,054,790,000. ..ow, this 
immense corn crop is not moved | 
financially as the wheat and cotton crop, | 
and an insignificant proportion is mar- 
keted in its crude form. It generally 
walks to market at a highly increased 
value in the form of live stock. ‘‘Millions 
of cattle and swine and sheep are fatten- 
ed on it, and furnish to the people of the 
earth the muscle and sinew w.ich comes | 
from eating meat. While meat is the | 
principal end of most corn, its uses for | 
other purposes are almost legion, Sev- 
eral million bushels are canned each 
year for food for the human race during 
the winter months. Pipes are made of 
the cobs, which are also valuable as 
fuel.

For it re- 

quires no more iabor, no more land, 

no more machinery, to raise an acre of 

eorn from high-bred seed, where nearly 

every stalk produces a fairly good ear, 

than it does to raise an acre from poor 

seed with perhaps nearly half the stalks 

harren.’”’

It appears that the mint does not buy 
old coins Or paper money, except some 
rare colonial coins in fine condition, 
which are desired for the mint cabinet. 
Mutilated or uncurrent United States 
goid and silver coin ts purchased as bul- 
lion. The mint has no pattern pieces for 
sale. The government pays no premium 
for the return of any of its coins or 
paper money. New coins cannot be 
struck until authorized by an act of con- 
gress. The mint supplies United States 
coins only, and not of any past date. The 
$50 gold piece and the half dollar and 
quarter dollar pieces in gold were struck 


by private parties on the California coast 
during the ‘49 period, and not by the 
United States government.

When the road was completed to At 
lanta there were great improvement: 
The eras of headlights, whistles, cow- 
catchers and baggage cars and tenders 
wrought quite a revolution in trave! 
ang added very materially to the safety 
and comfort of the passengers. But the 
line did not operate on the 
reorgia road till nearly the end of t! 
late civil war. In sending a dispatch 
to Augusta from Atlanta it was first 
sent to Macon, transferred and then 
sent to Augusta. 

Excursions from one point to another 
were soon inaugurated on this road. 
Compared to excursions that now go all 
over the country, these were certainiy 
unique affairs. Stone Mountain was the 
grand center of attraction, and had more 
excursions to it than any other place 
in the south.

Plain Truths 


For ten years the supply house 
question has been a rainy day 
topic in trade papers. Many 
meaningless generalities on this 
subject have been written and re- 
peated when the newspaper writ- 
er ran out of other and more-to- 
the-point material. For that rea- 
son there are many in the trade 
who regard the subject as too old 
to be of interest. But it is only 
within recent years that the sup- 
ply house question has come to 
be a matter for really serious con- 
sideration by the smaller retail- 
er. Ryral mail delivery has cre- 
ated conditions which make this 
a vastly different problem than 
it was ten years ago. 

As long as the farmer came to 
town for his mail frequently and 
regularly, and came in close con- 
tact with the local merchant, the 
latter had an opportunity in the 
old true and tried way to offset 
the arguments contained in the 
advertising matter of the retail 
mail order houses. He was not 
thoroughly posted on what the 
mail order honses were trying to 
do, and many times the farmer 
sent to the city for the goods 
without the merchant knowing 
of it, but the merchant could keep 
himself in far better touch with 


‘the situation then and by less 


work than he can today. 

The old excuse of ‘‘going to 
town after the mail’ is rusty 
now. ~The farmer’s mail is 


brought to his gate. He can be- 


come very much a stranger to. 


the local merchant and get along 
unless he needs credit. The 
creamery supplies him with some 
eash and in many districts the 
buyer of farm produce brings the 
wagon and the money to his door.

Have wide- 
awake clerks. 

But, you say, you are fixing up 
an ideal and expecting us to 
measure up to it. 

That advice can be put into 
every-day practice successfully. 
There are many merchants in the 
country who adopted those ideas 
long ago, and in their districts 
the city mail order houses find it 
costs them too much to do busi- 
ness and make it pay. 

It is in districts where the mer- 
chants are still ten years behind 
the times that the city retail mail 
order houses make their best 
profit. Those districts and those 
sleepy merchants are contribut- 
ing to the increase in city mail 
orders by their very ignorance or 
indifference. 

If the local merchant intends 
to stay in business and make 
money, he must wake up and 
study the tactics of these big 
competitors. If he does not he 
will soon be ready to quit and 
turn the business over to a mer- 
chant who realizes the import- 
ance of this. 

The days of long profit in any 
kind of retailing are past. .
